Mr. Robson asked the hon. the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works the following 
question :— Whether it is the intention of the 
Governmest, and, if 80, when, to causs the 
approaches (withopt which the structure is 
utterly useless) to be made te the new bridge 
over Nanaimo river? .

MARRIED WOMEN'S PROPERTY BILL. 


House went into Committee of the Whole 
aud resumed consideration of this bill,—Mr. 
Smithe iu the Chair. 

Clause 5—‘‘ Any married woman may 
become a stockholder or member of any Bank, 
Insurance Company or any other Incorporated 
Compaoy or association, as fully and effectu- 
ally as if she were a feme sole, and may vote 
by prexy or otherwise and enjoy the like 
rights as other stuckhelders or members ”’ 
Passed. 

Section 6, providing that a married woman | 
may deposit money on any bank in ber own; 
bame, and may, withdraw same. Paased. 

S-ction 7, providing thata husband ehal! 
not b« liable for the debts of his wife before 
ma riage. Passed. 

Mr. Smith was most solicitous for the 
rights of the ladies. He moved an amend- 
ment to above, which in an explanatioa 
from Mr.- Baraston, viz. thata w:fe is not 
liable for ber busband’s debts, was witb- 
drawn. 

Section 8, providing that &® married woman 
may maiotaio an action in her own name for 
recuvery of monies, &c., her separate pro- 
perty; and a woman nay be sued separately 
from ber husband in respect of ber debts, 
&c., as if she were uomarri-d. Passed. 

Clause 9 elicited some debate. Mr. Robson 
maintained that the Act encouraged and 
facilitated fraud. Other bon. gentlemen 
argued to the coatrary. 

Mr. Barnston suggested a clause providing 
that man and wife should be compelled to be 
& witness,jone ns against the other. If not the 
door, by the Act, is open to fraud, and it 
would be impossible to detect swindling. 

Mr. Robertson replied that this was the 
present law. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong stated the Act gave 
as much protection to creditors, as they at 
the present moment have; the only difference 
is that « wife would bave charge ot the funds. 
He didn’t see any nevessity for Mr. Barnstou's 
proposition. 

Sections 9 and 10 (the former introduced 
hy the hon. Chief Commissioner) were then 
passed. 

Mr. Robertson moved an additional clause, 
touching upon the protection of women's pro- 
perty after desertion of ber husband, 
which was passed without opposition, as also | 
was the remaining clause. 

The committee then rose to report the bill 
complete with amendments, the said report to 
be considered on Friday next. 

DRAINAGE AND DYKING BILL. 


Mr. McCreighi moved for the second read- 
jog of this bill, end explained the manner in 
which the bill was intended ‘to operate. It 
touches principally upon the department of 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
and reorganized many things which stood in 
need ofi.nprovement. The hon. gentleman said 
that there was a large quantity of land which 
stood in great need of drainsge and irriga- 
t:on, by which means it might be turned to 
good accovat. Tbe bill would not entail any 
expense upon the Government, the work it 
proposed to do would be executed by means 
of aloan. The cost of any improvements 
applied to the lands needing them, would be 
borne by the owners of that property, who 
would pay a rate of six per ceut iuterest, aad 
an additional two aod a balf per cent fora 
sinking fund. The money originally would 
have tu be borrowed by the Guverament. In 
the course of 22 years it would be found that 
tbe amount of money laid out on the different 
lands would be refunded at the rat- of ioter- 
est named, vis., eight aad a half per cent, 
The bon. gentleman went on at some length 
to explain ag-to the parties who would be 
liable for the money laid out. For the pro- 
tection of the Government and for the insur- 
ance of payment, the Government would be 
allowed to levy a distress, ta register 
ebarges, totike up action, or eventually to 
sell. The bill did not of itself raise any 
money at all; it left the House at perfect 
liberty hereafter to vote whatever amount it 
might thiok 6t for carryiny out its intention. 

Mr, Robsoo in seconding the bj] wished to 
say that although it coutained many imper- 
tact poiata, he should Lave to differ on minor 
ones of detail, but he believed in the spirit of 
the bill, 

Mr, Smith could not entertain the above 
ideas of the hon, mover and seconder,—be 
thought the bjll was premature; it would act 
much better when population became greater, 
He would move that tbe reading of the bili 
be postponed till this day siz months, 

Mr. Barnston. rose to second the motion of 
the hon, member fur Yale; be would ask 
bon, members to consider the full effect ot 
this bill aud they would find that the clanses 
were of a most arbitrary character; it would 


also involve the expenditure of a jarge! 


amcunt of oe almost at once; the 
of the bi id 
debt, and be did not think that the 
Was an opportune time for arriving at that 
state. The lands would have to be surveyed, 
Officials paid, and drsins eut at the ultiawte 
cort of the unfortunate settler. The charges 
were likely to accumulate, and they would 
keep the eettlers in perpetual bondage so 
long as they stayed ia the cooatiy. The 
hon. gentleman put a ease to the House 
showing that if the Obief Commissioner 
ehould think fit to cut @ diteh from any of 
the main waters (the tributaries all béing al- 
ready possessed), the costs would be go enor- 
mous that it woulq, utterly beggar any 
settler to pay them.” Moreover, as to the 
appointment of arbitrators for claims made, 
the settler bad not « word to say about their 
selection ; they were appointed by the Gov- 
ernment, and it wasa most unfair thing to 
the farmer,| He theyght the country, by the 
assage of this bill, would be burdened bya 
arge load; the cost weuld be great; 
something, that if the figures were actually 
produced, would frighten that House out of 
its senses. ‘The probability was that from 
two to three hundred thousand dellars would 
have to be spent before anything at all ap- 
proaching a successin! operation of the bill 
could be attuined. On these grounds, and 
on the ground of ite being altogether en- 
necessary, be should oppose the second 
reading of the bill. [Hear, hear. 

The boo. Premier said that tye bill was no 
doubt one of the best written and drawn that 
had yet beeg introduced into the House this 
session; but, unfortunately, it contsined two 
parts; one alladed to a thing which decid- 
oy belonged to the department of the Lands 
and Works, ithe other ‘to drainage, dyking, 
and irrigation.’ He thought the bor. mem- 
ber for Yu'e was basty in asking the House 
to give the bill # six months’ hoist, for any 
body who had read the bil could plainly see 
that there were many excellent points in it ; 
bat he felt himse!f bound to coinede with 
the hon. member for Cariboo—he thought 
that the coustry was not yet fit for its total 
applications He thought that tt might well 
be referred to 2 select commitice, whe could 
then analyse and dissect the bill to ite proper 
parts. He was, howexer, certainly of ao 
opinion that there were certain portions of 
this country which it would be well to diteh. 
Ia the district that be had the honorto re- 
present thefe were many tracts of Ind where 
the bill might work well. |-The hon. Premier 
quoted California as an example. He 
thought.that there should be sume form of 
permission granted to the farmer, whereby 
he could make application to the Govers- 
ment for land, a free grant being given him 
conditionally that be should dyke it. He 


would sugzegt that the bill be referred to a 


select committee, and that they be requested 
to report upon it as soon. as possible. 

Mr, Hylbrook would support the bill ; the 
couatry for some Saloon Ged mot gone ahead 
of late as it should have done. He thought 
the country should be exporting, instead of 
importing grain. The lands on the lower 
Fraser were about 500,000 acres in extent, 
and they could be brought into a fitting state 
for the prodgction of cereals, by means of 
this bill. He did not believe the bill would 
cost the country a cent; it was only the 
other day thet Portland wase@ mere nouen- 
tity, and what, he would like to know, bad 
raised that place to its preseat position, if it 
were not the wheat which was grown in the 
districts, The action of the bi:l would in- 
crease the value of land; encourage settle- 
meat, and in every way tend to the r- 
ity of British Columbia, (bear, hear). A 
similar bill was working well in Ontario, and 
it would do go here. 

The bon. gen'leman, in a eulogistic speech, 
gave the bill most hearty support. 

Mr. Smith rose toreply to his own amend- 
ment, but wag reminded by the Speaker that 
he was ont of order. 

Me Hamphreys looked upon the bill as one 
of those ponderous pieces of machinery that 
was out of place in that House Le did nut 
blame the hon. member who bad introduced 
the bill, bat be—Mr, McCreight— was 
wrong when he proposed to add to 
the work and respongibility of the 
office of Lands and Works. Al- 
ready that department was so bad that no 
ove could at the present moment fiad outifa 
piece of land were occupied or not. The bill 
called for an immense expenditure of moneys; 
it gave the Goveroment a power which he 
did not think it ought to possess, and it 
taxed settlers most unmercifully. He did 
not think the mucbinery possessed by the 
Government was at the present time adequate 
te the éxecation of the additional work this 
bill would enforce upon it; No doubt if the 
Government were authorized by a bill to 
muke surveys of the lands,in qwestion, and 
then put them up to auction, the result 
would be good ; but the working of this bill, 
if it passed, would open op any amount of 
jobbery, and be disastr us. 

Mr. Booth called the attention of the House 
to the fact thatthe bill, as it stood, did not 
necessitate the expenditure of any money at 
all ; that was se matter the House bad to deal 
with afterwards. He would like to support 
the suggestion of the bon. Premier, and 
would go farther ia liberality towards the 
farmer. He did not believe in the sale 
of lands generally ; it placed too much 
Jand in the power of one party. He 
suw po objection to the passege of the 
bill; the House could raise its objections 
afterwards when it came to a matter of 
voting the money. He weuld support the 
bill. 

Mr. Hughes supported the ideas of the 
hou. Premier, be had no doubt but that a 
Select Committee would ta.a out a much 
better bili than that which was before tne 
House. The-present one wae null aad void 
unless the House choosed to -vote an amount 
of movey for ite action. 

Mr. Smithe had listened attentively to the 
debat-; bis hon, collengae who had just 
spokes almost anticipat-d his views; be saw 
® greut dea! of good in the bill, bat also, a 
considerable amount he could aut agree 
with, Hetbought that s man occupying 
land might really be worked out of his iand 
by the act:on of this bill. He did not think 
it would be right to’ pass the bill as it stood, 
be would advise with the hon. Premier its 
passage to a Select Committee. The bill ar 
it stood really required a settler to pay for 
draining and dyking his lind, po m.tter 
whether it required it or nut, 

The Hor, Premier then moved that the bill 
be referred to a Sele: t ‘'ommittee, consisting 
of Messrs. McCreight, Booth, DeCusmos, 
Armstrong, Robinson and Baraston, 

Mr. McCreight opposed the motion. The 
bon. members who bad spoken against the 
passage of the bill bad failed t» poiat out its 
bad parts. The scheme of the bill was en- 
tirely taken from an Ontario Bill uf 1869. 
The great drawback to this country was that 
men would not improve their jands ; conse- 
quently a wild land tax became necessary. 
Fears had been entertained that the country 
woold be put to a great expense by this bill, 
bui he would remind the House that the 
Legisiature had the whole thing in their 
hands and they alone could allow the appro- 
priation of any money or the employment of 
officials, The bon. gentleman did avt pro. 
fess to know anything about drainage in the 
upper country. He thought thot really good 
laod was ‘ery rare iodeed io this country, 
and the land which be propceszed to orerste 
upon was laod generally at the mouths of 
rivers, Which were the very placis that 
turved out the most lucrative farms, The 
matter of appointing arb.trators did not slter 
the spirit of the bill; he bad understood that 
the Goveramen: were favorable fo its 
and be was surprised to hear the motion of 
the bon. Premier referring it to a Select 
Committee, for in three cases out of four that 
meant death.

The market would 
po doubt be a great boon to the city. The

His Worship the Mayor, thought there was 
no doubt about its being an advantage to the 
city, and he supposed the Council would ea- 
tertain the proposition for a market. 

Councillor Hayward suggested that the 
committee put the thing ia a tangible form to 
the Council, and tBat it ve banded in in writ- 
ing, if they bad any offer’or proposition to 
make. 

Mr. Brown said be would erect the build- 
ing, and give the Council $500, if they would 
give him a right to tbe fees for three years.

Details of the Fifth Avenue Horror. 


[From the New York Herald, December 11th.) 


Nobody bad been sent out to give an alarm 
to the Fire Department, and fally balfan bour 
was allowed to go by without any one con- 
nected with the botel thinking it worth bis 
while to call fer the firemen. It was near 
twelve o'clock, anda policeman passing by 
noticed the confusion ia the office, learned its 
cause,rushed oatand gave the alarm, and io 
a moment the engines were thuadering ia tront 
of the house, But mach precious time bad 
been lost, and to all appearances the fire in 
the Twenty-third street side in the upper 
stories bad gained serious headway and every.

On the wet carpet in the 
hallway, just on the main parlor floor, lay a 
poor servant girl, or clad writhing in tors 
ture, and presenting the most hideous appear~ 
ance She was ye with burns and 
bruises from bead to foot, and looked as 
though she bad been smeared with blood. 
It appeared she had been found by the fire- 
men in the attic and was carried down and 
left where the reporter beheld ber in her 
agony. Some kiad person, in the absence of 
a doctor (none could be found at the time), 
had attempted to assuage her sufferings by 
pouring oil over her - It was truly a 
sickening sight. ‘‘Are you suffering?’ she 
was asked.
